tile til si mile i I close to 1:38. lilt! he began to show 
tic- etfecls of it in tin- last furlong and gradually 
succumbed to High Private. The latter ran in his 
old time form and probably will be a factor hence- 
forth in important races here. 

It may be that Foundation has staled off and it is 
unlikely that he will be soil to the post in the 
l.atonia Derby on Saturday next, although no ileclar 
atioii to this effect las as yet been made by his 
owner or trainer. 

The weather this afternoon was considerably 
warmer than it was yesterday and the improvement 
helped to attract a good attendance to the course. 
Th- betting, though, slumped surprisingly. 

Tlx- racing was interesting, although attended by 
the failure of live favorites. Theresa 4 4:11 being tli 
only lirst choice to score. 

The James .MacManus establishment landed a 
double liming the afternoon with O'Hagau and 
Star (I'Hyan. winners respectively of the first and 
closing races. According to report, their successes 
netted their owner a handsome sum in betting 
wav. Both showed improved performances as com- 
pared with previous starts. 

In the opener. Watermelon was selected as the 
likely winner, but she became involved in trouble 
immediately after the start and could not get fully 
clear until rounding into the stretch. She came 
fast at the end, but was unable to overtake the 
leader. 

Ida Lavinia was an intended “good thing’’ in the 
second race, but after showing speed to the last 
furlong she tired badly and allowed Rutiles and 
First (’berry to show her the way to the finish. 

Sonada, in the fifth race, was considered next to 
a certainty. Iml his defeat was brought about by the 
necessity for going wide on the stretch turn, when 
Closer, the leader at the time, made a wide turn. 
This enabled Star Jasmine, whieh had been running 
along tiie rail, to dash into a lead that Sonada 
could not overcome in the final drive. 

Specula I ion in the closing dash centered about 
Cracker Box. Supple and Star O'Ryan. tiie first 
named being a decided faeorite at post time.

1‘erliy the horse that vanquishes him will be aware of the fact that it had been engaged in a real horse 
race. 

As a two-year-old Ten Point was not started until late in the racing campaign of 1912. His first 
essay was in a purse at five and a half furlongs, at Laurel, October 1, in which, at the liberal price of 
lOo to 1, he ran fourth to Hobnob, Federal and Palanquin. October 4 he came out in another purse lace 
at the saute distance and won by a length and a half in 1:07% from Ambrose and Afterglow, with eight 
more youngsters unplaced. Evidently something in his minting in his first race had made an impression, 
fer here lie was a 2 to 1 favorite. He did not run again until October 22. when Tartar gave him four 
p-iinds and a length and a half beating at the same distance over a slow track in 1:09% and carried 112

Today’s 
running was no exception to the rule, for it was 
only after a stirring drive that Flabbergast suc- 
ceeded ill beating Blackford a head. Blackford, 
which tail coupled with Cliff Edge as the It. K. 
Watkins entry, would have scored in another stride. 
He was closing fast and jtist failed to get up. 
Ilouey Bee Mattered her backers by racing into a 
commanding lead i.i the early part of the race, hut 
after they had gone seven furlongs, she Ix-gan to 
quit. There was a bit of excitement after the 
race when the winner. Flabbergast, was offered at 
auction. He was entered to be sold for $2,500 and 
W. M. Martin, trainer for Amos Turney, bid him 
up to $3.5011. at which figure lie secured the colt. 
Flabliergast lias shown much improved form this 
spring as compared with last year and is a steady- 
going sort of a colt that can tain in any kind of 
going. J. W. Burttschell claimed Cliff Edge, but 
almost immediately re-sold the horse to It. E. Wat- 
kins.

Sixteen horses are on the schooling list at La- 
tonia. including Old Rosebud. This will not pre- 
vent hint from tilling his stake engagements. 

Robert Gale, a former western owner of the 
racing thoroughbred, died recently at Coeur d’Alene. 
The cause of death was typhoid-pneumonia. Tbe 
body was taken to Ogden, Utah, for interment. 

Old Rosebud will have to carry 120 ixiunds in tiie 
Harold Stakes at Latonia on June 18, and if lie wins 
that event he will have to carry 124 pounds in 
the Cincinnati Trophy, which will be run on July 5. 

Mode Nicoll lias sliip|x-d his stable from Kentucky 
to Montreal. He did not consider liis horses gixnl 
enough to win at Latonia. so he moved on to Can- 
ada. Nicoll is buying thoroughbreds for the -United 
States army as a side issue. He says that such 
horses are very scarce now. 

When August Belmont’s Rock View- defeated H. 
P. Whitney’s Prince Eugene in the Brooklyn Derby 
on Friday several leading trainers expressed the 
opinion that at even weights over a mile and a 
quarter route Mr. Belmont’s splendid three-year-old 
could take the measure of A. L. Astp’s Ten Point, 
the noted son of Jack Point which was unexpected- 
ly lx-aten in the Kentucky Derby. After seeing 
Ten Point win at Havre de Grace Mr. Belmont do 
elared that the Aste colt was probably the best 
three-year-old in training, but the recent form of 
Rock View lias made him change his mind. — New 
York Sun. 

TWO STARS SHIPPED TO CANADA. 

Louisville. Ky., June 10. — Hawthorn and the Ken- 
tucky Handicap winner, Rudolfo, were shipped from 
Churchill Downs yesterday to Hamilton. Canada. 
Hawthorn will not race until the Saratoga meeting. 
Hawthorn, besides being light in flesh, is just get- 
ting over a slight lameness in one of liis front 
ankles. It was at first feared that the trouble 
would develop into ail osselet. The swelling has 
ail gone, however, and before lie was shipped he 
breezed three furlong^ in a shade ix-tter than 30. 
His best mile lately was in 1:45. The son of Hast- 
ings. it is Ix-lieved by liis stable connections, will 
soon lx- able to regain the flesh lie lost through 
liis recent sickness and will he his old self once more 
by the time for the Saratoga meeting. 

Rudolfo will probably do some racing in Canada, 
but he will lx- imlntcd especially for the Saratoga 
( tip. the distance of whieh race is much to his 
liking, being one mile and three-quarters. 

SMALLEST H.0RSE WINS A RACE. 

Spokane. Wash.. June 10. — Little Bit. from the 
stable of W. H. Fizer. won the opening dash at Alan 
today. She is the 'smallest thoroughbred in training 
here. Ix-itig not much larger than a good-sized pony, 
but what six* lacks in size slip makes up in courage. 
She showed great gauieness in her race today. 

Va Va. the favorite, and Little Bit. had a bump- 
ing match on the far turn.

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ENGLISH. AND AUSTRALIAN METHODS. 

“An Australian" Pronounces English Racing Man- 
agement Cumbersome and Not Up-to-Date. 



_ A newspaper man from Australia, temporarily in 
England, has. from time to time, furnished London 
Sporting Life readable disertutious on English racing 
as he views it and Australian racing as he knows 
it. In a recent article, which is here reproduced, he 
|ioints out some radical differences between the 
way tbe comfort and convenience of spectators is 
catered to at Newmarket and on the great Australian 
tracks, the comparison not being in the least 
in favor of ‘‘Headquarters’’ in England. From his 
observation it can also lie fairly deduced that turf 
discipline is really more strictly enforced on tile 
loading American tracks than in England, contrary 
to average impressions as such a conclusion may 
he. 

“Why not?” was the question which, being of 
an inquisitive turn of mind, 1 most often asked at 
Newmarket last week of owners, of jockeys, of 
trainers, of bookmakers, of professional backers, 
and. least of all, of the ordinary lovers of racing. 
And with out exception they replied “Why not. in- 
deed.” Greatly during 1 also hazarded the good 
will of a member of the Jockey Club by a similar 
inquiry, and his reply was a terse and challenging 
“why V” 

“It is not for an overseas Britisher to descant 
noon the glories of historic Newmarket. They go 
without saying, and 1 think you will agree that we 
can take them as written. But just as there is 
nothing perfect in this best of all possible worlds, 
so it may be that the famous club can borrow a few 
innovations from the Commonwealth without in any 
way abating its dignity or gilding refined gold. 
1 am persuaded, having all the cocksureness of the 
“Colonial.” that there is room for improvement in 
the conduct of racing at headquarters, and if you will 
bear with me 1 will endeavour to suggest two or 
three changes which could be made with advantage 
to the public, upon Whose patronage, after all, 
the success of every meeting depends. 

”ln a very important respect we are much better 
catered for in Australia — we get a vastly greater 
chance of seeing tbe horses before the race, tit 
the race, a ud after the race. Tbe straights at 
both Fleming) on and Randwiek run right in front 
of the grandstands, within the enclosures of which 
nine-tenths of the spectators are gathered. The 
horses filing out front the saddling paddock enter 
the course about midway. They are walked or 
trotted up a furlong or so past the stands, and then 
taken three or font- furlongs for a smart gallop to 
open their lungs and freshen up their muscles. From 
this preliminary burst they return again past the 
spectators to the starting point. From the moment 
tiie webbing rises until they are placed by the judge 
they are always in sight, and every phase of the 
race can be watched. 

“Running around a vast amphitheater you can 
always see which horse is in front, and by bow 
much, and get a better idea of tiie factors which in- 
fluence the result than any jockey in the race, how- 
ever observant lie may he. On the “Flat,” which 
is the grassed land beyond the further railing, a 
huge board displays tiie numbers of tbe starters 
and tiie names of the jockeys, while for additional 
identification each horse bears its number on its 
saddle cloth. In a field of twenty horses it is not 
everybody who can pick out the colors of every 
owner promptly and accurately. The numbers, there- 
fore. enable tbe ordinary occupant of the enclosures 
to pick out the horses, first by their numbers, and 
then to associate them with their colors, so that 
in time -they become fairly familiarised. In a word, 
tiie Jockey Clubs in Australia aim at providing race- 
goers with every reasonable facility to enjoy their 
afternoon’s sport. 

“Not tiie least appreciated of their short cuts to 
knowledge is a plan of the stalls in which the 
horses are kept in the saddling paddock. As you 
enter this reserve from the grandstand, just oppo- 
site you is a board of generous dimensions, in which 
tiie location of every horse is shown by a number. 
The stalls are numbered, so that all you have to do 
is to look for the part of the paddock in which this 
number is displayed, and as tiie stalls are numbered 
from one upwards, this is soon found. If there are 
any more ingenious ways in which patrons could be 
afforded fuller information I am confident that the 
clubs would quickly introduce them. 

“Compare these conveniences with those granted 
at Newma’rkei. The horses have to Ik- searched 
for like a needle in a haystack, and when, like Crag- 
aiMiur, they are tucked away in an enclosed box. 
they cannot be seen at all until, with the colours 
tip. they make for the track. In passing. I believe 
this system of quietening high-strung horses by 
keeping them far from the madding crowd is one 
that could be copied with considerable profit in 
Australia. Many liorses have lost big races be- 
cause they have been upset by the too-pressing at- 
tentions of a crowd oblivious to their nervous condi- 
tion. These are. of course, the exceptional horses. 
The good campaigner rarely requires coddling. The 
monograms on tiie rugs afforded some measure of 
identification at Newmarket. The Royal Crown on 
Fiowerjug was unmistakable; but there is only one 
King, and there are thousands of other owners. 

“When the horses left the paddock the - sped away 
down the track, affording only the most fleeting op- 
portunity for studying them. In the case of Craga- 
ttour. I will admit that the half-minute glimpse of 
beautiful balance and well-night perfect action was 
sufficient for at any rate one Australian. He is so 
astonishingly like Anrurn. tiie finest three-year-ohl 
of the last twenty-years in Australia, that it would 
have been rank treason to have looked elsewhere 
for tin- winner, even though the -reputed “heads” 
were mainly supporting Louvois. But the picture- 
film impression brought discomfiture in two other 
instances — Soliieski and Inconstant George — . Once 
they leave the barrier, the horses, as you know, 
come practically head on, and I defy any man in 
the stand to assert with any degree of confidence 
that any particular horse is ahead. It is a sweet 
stretch of galloping country — though, unless I ain 
wrong, the horse nearest the far rails climbing 
slightly higher undulations, must have to cover the 
most ground — but I am only concerned here witli 
emphasizing how little the racegoer can see of the 
horses. When they have finished they disappear be 
yond the member’ stand through the paddock, where 
from tin- other stands they cannot be a e cn . in 
Australia they return to weigh in mid-way In 
front of tin* stands, and in full view of all. 

“Which suggests one other point. It took on an 
average seven or eight minutes to complete the 
simple process of weighing in. Meantime the ring 
could not safely pay out. nor could lietting lie con- 
ducted on the next event. And when the jockeys 
had at last turned the scales correctly the glad news 
was not communicated to backers, as in Australia 
by the exhibition of a semaphore arm from the top 
of tbe unsaddling enclosure, where it Is visible to 
eveiybody. but men rushed to the entrance of the 
stands and bawled "all right," or some such notifica- 
tion. and the ring frantically paid out and was 
forced to compress the betting on tin* succeeding 
race within a few minutes, to tiie palpable discom- 
fort and probably financial loss of those who had in 
the rush to accept unduly shortened odds. The book- 
maker working at fever pace cannot afford to take 
risks, and very properly gives himself the benefit 
of the doubt as to tiie price that should be offered. 
If tbe boxes in the paddock were numbered, and the 
horses were numbered, what a gain this would be 
to 1 lie public, many of whom are attracted merely 
by the love of a good horse, and ilo not care anything 
about betting. Again, if the correct weighing in were 
only signalled in tiie easy manner I have mentioned, 
how much tiie work of tiie ring would be expedited. 
Why not? 

“There were other features at Newmarket which 
surprised. The “tick-tacking” and “running” in 
tiie ring were an abominable nuisance. Twice my 
hat was knocked off by a man making convulsive 
movements with his hands and arms, gripping his 
ear. or pulling his nose (I would gladly have done 
tiie 1 a 1 1 »-r ) to give some confederate in the other 
ring tiie odds that were being wagered on the race. 
The visitor might be forgiven for thinking that he 
bad wandered into a “reception house” after wit- 
nessing their antics. In Australia the same para- 
sitic plague broke out in epidemic form, but thank 
goodness it was first restrained and then rooted out. 
Any man making strange signs today is quietly re- 
moved. The "tick-tacker” is not necessary to 
betting, though in* may be of some use to the 
smaller fry. and he is an intolerable intruder who 
inflicts unpleasant physical bustling upon the man 
who does not attend a racecourse to Ik* pushed and 
shoved and battered as if lie were a punching ball. 

“On tiie track I could not help noticing some 
equally vigorous work. Without the slightest at- 
tempt to conceal their pur|>ose. jockeys did not riile 
their mounts out when they found that they could 
not win. or perhaps even l«* placed. In lialf the 
races I saw not more than five liorses were genuinely 
trying at the finish. With all respect I would ask: 
Have not some of the surprises of tin* season been 
due to the jockey’s philanthropic disinclination to 
drive his horse along when it was pretty certain 
that a bad start, or bad judgment in position, had 
destroyed any chance of scoring? If you permit 
jockeys to ease up their horses when they* like, how 
are you going to be abb* to detect the embryonic 
coup when a horse is started with no intention of 
attempting to win. but only to get down in the 
weights’.- Pardon me if it sounds egotistical, but in 
Australia the rules of racing declare that horses 
must he legitimately — not cruelly — ridden out. and 
the Stewards are there to see that this rule is not 
merely honoured in the breach. 

••(in a splendid roomy track like that of New- 
market, interference ought to lx* absolutely iui- 
possible, yet in each race there was strange crowd- 
ing. and what bioked remarkably like bumping. 
Was it bad riding., or reliance iqmn an easy-going 
panel of Stewards? 

“tif course I must plead guilty to lieing a stranger 
within tiie gates, and to being perhaps prejudiced 
by the fact that in our Dotuitiiou first consideration 



is given to the comfort and convenience of the gen- 
eral public, from whose pockets the money comes to 
support racing. Yet I cannot help thinking that 
tin.* very unxlest suggestions which I have made 
would In* warmly welcomed by the great hulk o £ 
racegoers and that they will join me in asking ’Why 
not?’ ”

The spring meeting of the Piping Rock Racing 
Association at Locust Valley, N. Y.. June 5, 7 ami 
9. was remarkable for the richness of its purse 
and stake offerings. The distribution for tin* three 
days amounted to the magnificent sum of 434.775. 
representing a daily average of $11,591. This is an 
average that exceeds by far the showing of any 
racing association in North America since the palmy 
days of New York racing in ltios.
